‘The secretary outlined his think- 
ing during testimony before the Sen- 
ate Budget Committee. He drove to 
Capitol Hill immediately following 
his final meeting with Shamir. 

Shultz said the U.S. still wanted 
quick, formal responses to the 
American plan from Israel and its 
Arab neighbours. 

“No resolution of this conflict can 
fulfill all dreams,” he told the sena- 
tors. “Compromise is required. The 
plan we have put forward is compel- 
ling. It is an integral whole. We have 
asked for decisions soon, so that we 
can proceed rapidly toward a com- 
prehensive peace. 

Shultz said that this was “a time 
for decisions. The situation on the

PRESIDENT Ronald Reagan and Secretary of 
State George Shultz, in their own polite ways, 
were rather blunt in informing Prime Minister 
Yitzbak Shamir that the U.S. had no intention 
whatsoever of revising its Arab-Israeli peace 


The convening of an international conference 
including the five permanent members of the 
UN Security Council, the American leaders 
said, remains an integral and vital part of that 
initiative. Without such a conference, they said, 
there is simply no way that the Arabs will nego- 
tiate face-to-face with Israel. 

Shamir, at the same time, was even more 
blunt in telling the Americans that the interna- 
tional conference, in his eyes, was simply unac- 
¢eptable. It represents a great danger to Israel, 
Shamir said. 

-, In February 1987, the prime minister had also 
rejected the notion of an international meeting 
when it was first broached by Jordan's King 
Hussein, and then mildly endorsed by the U.S. 
as one possible way to get direct peace negotia- 
tions off the ground. Shamir again rejected it 
after Hussein and Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres later met not-so-secretly in London in 
April of last year to formulate the exact nature 
of the conference. And now he has rejected it

FROM THE balcony of an apart- 
ment in Jerusalem’s Jewish Quarter 
two Arab youths could be seen re- 
clining on a roof-top, soaking up the 
spring sunshine. They were so close 
that their whispered conversation 
was clearly audible. “Meet the 
neighbours,” smiled my hostess. 
“They don’t look particularly fright- 
ening do they?” 

Such close encounters between 
Jerusalem's Arab citizens and the 
residents of the quarter, or the Kova 
as it is better known, are a regular 
occurrence. Only over the past few 
months of violence in the capital 
have they been invested with any 
particular significance. “With all 
that’s going on we have come to 
realize just how near we are to each 
other. It’s aot always pleasant to 
think about what might be,” said a 
resident. : 

Yet it is people living outside the 
reconstructed quarter, where Jewish 
life flourishes as a direct result of the 
Six Day War, who seem to fear most 
for the safety of its 500 families. 

In the neighbourhood itself, de- 
spite its geographically precarious 
an squeezed between the Mos- 
lem Quarter, the Armenian Quarter 
and the Temple Mount, there is 
barely a ripple of outward concem. 

“After the rioting near the Aksa 
mosque my father phoned from Eu- 
gland to see if we were all right,” 
remarked one young mother. “You 
can see the mosque from our home 
but, apart from a bit of noise, we felt 
nothing. Until I got the call from 
London 1 had no idea there had 
been a big riot.” 

Local le have been distressed 
to find that friends are reluctart to. 
visit them, envisaging the quarter as 
akin to a fortress island in a sea of 
hostility.:““Organizing ἃ social eve- 
ning is sometimes a bit of a problem. 
People are nervous and telling them 
that nothing has happened here 


doesn’t always help,” said Isabelle 
Broide, who travels to and from the 
Rova every day to her job with a 
public relations firm. 

Hebrew University law lecturer 
Frances Raday said that people ex- 
press shock when they hear where 
she lives. There is, she asserted, a 
kind of hysteria about the Jewish 
Quarter that does not extend to oth- 
er neighbourhoods, like East Tal- 
piot and Abu Tor, where Jewish 
property has béen attacked and 
where the police and Palestinians 
have frequently clashed. 

“People say, ‘What? You live in 
the Rova?’ And when you invite 
them to come over they are clearly 
frightened. Maybe it’s because of 
the wails. Perhaps they feel we are 
closed in. After all, when there is 
trouble in Shuafat. French Hill isn’t 
trembling.” 


THOSE WHO enter the Jewish 
Quarter ing to find an armed 
camp full of gun-toting zealots, or 
searching for evidence of an im- 
pending flight by terrified refugees 
are bound to be disappointed. 

In the centre of the neighbour- 
hood, crowds of children play in the 
shadow of the Hurva Synagogue as 
their pareats — most of them appar- 
ently newly religious -- jook on. 
While the number of tourists, espe- 
cially from other parts of Israel. has 
fallen off there are still groups of 
pale Europeans and kippa-wearing 
‘Americans to be seen surveying the 
archeological, historic and other 
sites that the area has to offer. . 

Tales of flats and shops for sale 
are explained away by veteran resi- 
dents who point to high prices and 
the ing unease of the quarter's 
non-religious minority ~ rather than 
the “troubles” — as the true cause of 
any exodus. 4 

One recent report said that only 
80 secular families remain in the 


Jewish Quarter which originally had 
a split of 60 per cent Orthodox and 
40 per cent non-observant. “Some- 
times on a Shabbat it’s almost like 
Mea She'arim here,” said one dis- 
gruntied non-believer. Certainly all 
sides agree that as flats become va- 
cant, increasing numbers are being 
bought by haredim anxious to live 
within praying distance of the West- 
ern Wall. 


Meir Kramer, a member of the 
neighbourhood committee de- 
scribed the quarter as “one of the 
safest places in Israel.” He went 
on:""As far as I know we've only had 
one incident and that was a young 
boy who threw a stone and then ran 
like hell. There were also a few win- 
dows broken but no one knows who 
did it and it may have had nothing to 
do with the Arabs. 

“There hasn't been a single rob- 
bery here for the past year or so, and 
all together this place is a pleasure 


Other residents — though also up- 
beat about the Jewish Quarter ~ are 
not so sanguine when discussing the 
security situation and its effects. Eli- 
nor Ben Shaul described walking 
through the shuk, which has been 
shuttered and locked for weeks be- 
cause of the Palestinian commercial 
strike, as unpleasant and “weird.” 

“{ don’t let my daughters go 
through there alone, as they used to 
before the trouble. I insist that when 
they come home after dark they 
take a bus ora cab,” she said “There 
hasn’t been any trouble but you 
can't help being aware that this ts a 
very difficult situation. I'm glad to 
say that we still see Arab families 
around the Jewish Quarter. Some 
people don't like it. They say that if 
we can’t walk safely around Arab 
areas, then they shouldn't come 
here. But I'm giad they do and Γαι 
proud of it.”

‘Frontline City’ Takes Stock 


“1 REMEMBER how we used to 
fear that town,” says Shoshana Ben- 
Simon, 32, pointing to Kalkilya, the 
West Bank town visible from the 
balcony of her apartment on the 
eastern outskirts of Kfar Sava. Be- 
fore the Six Day War, Ben-Simon 
remembers, her family lived in con- 
stant fear of infiltrations from feda- 
yeen based in Kalkilya. Since then, 
her own children have gro. up ina 
Kfar Sava that, like the rest ot Isra- 
el, has been transformed by relative- 
ly peaceful coexistence with the Ar- 
abs in the territories. 

Indeed, until three months ago, 
the neighbouring towns of Kfar Sava 
and Kalkilya existed in uneasy sym- 
biosis. Since 1967, municipal coop- 
eration has helped resolve mutual 
problems involving sewage, waste 

i , and firefighting. Much of 
the tension, between the 55,000 Is- 
raelis of Kfar Sava and the 25.000 
Arabs living under military occupa- 
tion only five kilometres away grad- 
ually dissolved. Kfar Sava students 
were taken on field trips to Kalkilya, 
many Kfar Sava residents shopped 
for food in the neighbouring town's 
market, and many Kalkilya Arabs 
found work in the Israeli town. 

‘The uprising in the territories has, 
however, severely strained this rela- 
tionship.

Kfar Sava residents now no longer 
shop in Kaikilya and many Arab 
workers have stopped coming to 
town. This week, as rioting intensi- 
fied. the IDF placed Kalkilya under 
curfew and Kfar Sava was empty of 
Arabs. 


KFAR SAVA is divided into a cen- 
tral part and outlying eastern neigh- 
bourhoods located near Kalkilya. 
Despite Likud efforts to convince 
the residents of these neighbour- 
hoods that Labour would return 
King Hussein's army to Kalkiliya, 
the town, home of longtime Labour 
finance minister Pinhas Sapir, has 
thus far remained a Labour 
stronghold. 

In his well-appointed office, May- 
or Yitzhak Wald receives ἃ tele- 
‘phone call from Delft, Kfar Sava's 
sister city in Holland. “We don't 
feel ‘the situation” in Kfar Sava,” he 
reassures the caller. “tAnd, of 
course, we hope things will im- 
prove.” For the six years he has held 
office, Wald has been explaining 
“the situation” to visiting foreign 
dignitaries. For citizens of Delft and 
Kfar Sava’s other sister city — Wies- 
baden, West Germany — the prob- 
lems of such a heterogeneous soci- 
ety are a world away. 

Mayor Wald does not like Kfar 
Sava's image 85 a front-line city. 
“We're not different from any other 
Israeli town,” he stresses. “Arabs 
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from the territories work every- 
where in Israel.” However, the 
town's proximity to unrest in the 
territories will 2ot help in attaining 
its official goal of 80,000 residents 
by the year 2000. 

Wald also admits his constituents’ 
political views have become more 
radicalized. “Because of the trouble 
in the territories, 8 reassessment of 
Israel’s relations with the Arabs in 
the territories is happening all over 
the country, not just in Kfar Sava.”

A Labour party man, the mayor 
believes in territorial compromise — 
but not near Kfar Sava.

Wald proudly recalls conversa- 
tions with Arab mayors who consid- 
er Kfar Sava their “regional cen- 
tre.” If necessary. however, Wald 
believes his town would easily sur- 
vive severance of the ties that bind it 
to its neighbours, and says, “We do 
not depend on Kalkilya or other 
Arab towns for commerce.

There have been other expres- 
sions of civil disobedience and alter- 
native organization.

A leaffet circulated recently in 
East Jerusalem called on Palestin- 
ians to increase home production of 
bread and dairy products and con- 
serve water, in order to meet possi- 
ble cut-offs of supplies by Israel. 


A STRIKING characteristic of 
these leafiets, and of some of the 
civil disobedience activities in the 
territories, is their similarity to the 
ideas advocated by Awad. He has 
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been expounding them in visits 
to villages and retugee camps, 
where he has organized peaceful sit- 
down strikes and the production of 
food at home. 

When the uprising in the territo- 

ries first broke out, its violence 
quickly overshadowed Awad's no- 
tions of non-violent resistance, 
which had grabbed headlines only a 
month earlier when the Interior 
Ministry had moved to deport him. 
Now his ideas seem suddenly rele- 
vant, and the uprising strategists 
seem to be picking up his themes, 
formulating them in almost identical 
language. 
The leaflets echo Awad’s mani- 
festo, Non-Violent Resistance: A 
Strategy for the Occupied Territo- 
ries.” In his booklet, under the 
heading of “Alternative Institu- 
tions,” Awad “setting up 
committees to provide for the needs 
of the population in case individual 
or collective punishments are im- 
posed during the struggle. “An exam- 
ple of this is care of needy 
families or families of detainees. 


“Another is to create alternative

closed... Store food, water, fuel and 
candles to be used during prolon, 
curfews and economic sieges...

He calls for material and mor- 
al support for victims of Israeli pun- 
ishment, and a host of acts of non- 
cooperation, including refusing to 
pay taxes, boycotting the Civil Ad- 
minstration, staying away from 
work in Israel, not abiding by cur- 
few orders and organizing social 
boycotts of “traitors and collabora- 
tors.”

His call for unconventional dem- 
onstrations has been answered re- 
cently in Ramallah, where protes- 
tors flew Palestinian flags attached 
to helium-filled balloons, and where 
staff members of Birzeit University 
drove through the town honking 
their Horns to protest the closure of 
the college.

David Landau raises the novel idea of ‘parallel Vaticanization’ in 


Jerusalem and Hebron which could help achieve a political accord 


THE VATICANIZATION of the Moslem holy places in 
Jerusalem is an idea that has become veritably taboo in 
Israel since it was first raised, tentatively and indirectly, by 
τῆς ominous a gis A: 
6 Omi ly ing air of quasi-religious chauvi 
ism that pervades the country as a whole, and most espe- 
cially the capital, makes it almost inspossible to discuss this 
eminently contructive dispassionately. 
Ironically, some Jews whose religions beliefs bar them 
from themselves setting foot on the Temple Mount are 
among those most violently opposed to the very notion of a 
oe flag ever flying over the dome of the Rock and al- 


Yet the problem of Jerusalem, dodged at Camp David 
skirted so far in the Sbultz Initiative, remains the prime 
potential spoiler of any settlement of the Israeli-Arab con- 
ict. While the physical “ummity” of the city has been accept- 
ed by the U.S., by Egypt and other maderate Arabs, most 
Israelis -- even doves -- recoil at the Arab demand that 
Jerusalem, undivided, also serve as the capital of a Palestin- 
fan entity. 

The conventional wisdom is that the religious dimension 
complicates the Political problem of the city; indeed, that 
the clash of faiths exacerbates the entire conflict. 

But it is arguable that the opposite may be true. Religious 
concerns could possibly be more readily amenable to solu- 
tions, and this might ease the intractability of the political 
confrontation.

Hebron is a case in point. 

The Jewish community there, in the heart of the Arab 
city and in neighbouring Kicyat Arba, contains some of the 
toughest nuts of the rabid right; violent racists who, left to 
their own vicious devices, would drive the Arabs out of that 
city, holy to the two faiths, and blithely precipitate ἃ Holy 
War with the whole Moslem world. 

Some of them, moreover, say opetily that they would 
defy by armed force any Israeli government seeking to 
remove them from the City of the Forefathers. 

This kind of fanaticism engenders fear and revulsion in 
the moderate camp, and redoubles the moderates’ determi- 
nation to be rid of the occupied territories. 


THAT REACTION, however, though understandable, is 
istorii and politically insensitive. Jews poured out their 
hearts at the Tomb of Machpela in Hebron a thousand 
before Mohammed was born, aad King David made it 

his capital city before Jerusalem. 

Today, 60,000 Israelis live in Judea and Samaria, most of 
them — like those in Kiryat Arba — encouraged to move 
there by Labour-led governments. 

They could, no doubt, be removed, by force where 
necessary, or left against their will to live under Arab rule. 
Technically, the state is strong enough to do this. But is the 
spirit of the nation strong enough to survive the trauma ?

Fighting for Survival 


NEXT week may mark the end 
of the National Religious Party 
as we know it. The NRP’s con- 
vention on Wednesday will de- 
termine whether Religious Af- 
fairs Minister Zevulun Hammer 
will continue as 2 major force in 
the party or whether the hawks, 
led ὃν Minister Yosef Shapira 
and a smaller group headed by 
Knesset Member Avner Shaki. 
take over. 

According to the recent orga- 
nizational reform in the NRP, 
Hammer - or anyone serving ina 
senior position for more than 
two terms — must pass the "60 
per cent barrier”, 1.6.. get the 
support of at least 60 per cent of 
the convention's 1,900 delegates. 

This means that Hammer must 
ensure the support of 250 dele- 
gates, in addition to the 350 who 
are considered his traditional 
supporters. He will then have to 
compete with other candidates, 
at the party's next convention in 
April. for his rank within the 


Hammer's supporters feel sure 
that if he passes the 60 per cent 
barrier, his position as party 


_ leader and its senior minister is 


secure. Others predict surprises 
in the next convention. Yehuda 
Ben-Meir, Hammer's colleague 
and adviser, is named as ἃ possi- 
ble winner in April's convention. 
If this happens, Ben-Meir will 
not step aside for Hammer, and 
Hammer knows it. 

If Hammer, who is considered 
a moderate in religious matters, 
fails to pass the 60 per cent barri- 
er, the NRP will never be the 
same again. It may not ever last 
very long, insiders say. because 
its leadership then will be no dif- 
ferent from that of Tehiya and 
Gush Emunim. So how will the 
NRP keep its already badly 
shrunken constituency from 
headmg towards its more right- 
wing colleagues? 

However, if Hammer does 
pass the 60 per cent barrier - and 
many believe he has a good 
chance of doing so ~ and main- 
tains his senior position, the par- 


.ty’s future does aot look that 


much brighter. The NRP seems 
doomed to dwindle and fade like 
Mapam and the Independent 
Liberals, with its nationalistic 
voters “escaping” to the Likud 
and radical right-wing groups, 
and its haredi members to the 
anti-Zionist parties of Agudat 
Yisrael! and Shas. The moderate, 


World’s 
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dovish NRP voters may find 
shelter in the Labour Party. 

It's hard to assess the num- 
bers. but the feeling is that the 
NRP has moved to the right, and 
that Hammer and Ben-Meir will 
have to work hard to shed their 
moderate image.

Once, the knitted kippa was 
the sign of a moderate, enlight- 
ened religious outlook, symbol- 
ized by the Tora Ve’Avoda syn- 
thesis. Today, the knitted kippa 
is primarily associated with the 


radical. nationalistic settlers of 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

Hammer and Ben-Meir, ob- 
servers say, “let the genie (of 
Gush Emunim and Tehiya) out 
of the bottle“ and made religion 
in this country inseparable from 
nationalism. But this was their 
downfall. For Tehiya and Gush 
Emunim were better at this kind 
of thing than the NRP and soon 
gained a strong following of their 
own, and were no longer in need 
of Hammer and the NRP. 

In an attempt to stop the right- 
ward drain from the NRP, the 
party brought in Yosef Shapira's 
Matzad. But for Hammer, this 
was a mistake. Now Shapira is 
breathing down his neck. Rabbi 
Haim Druckman (‘kiss the 

ground, kiss the ground™) and 
NRP secretary-general, Rabbi 
Yitzhak Levy, are also from 
Matzad. 

Matzad and hawkish NRP 
members cannot forgive Ham- 
mer his refusal to reject the in- 
ternational conference proposal 
out of hand. He still has to live 
down his vote in favour of a com- 
mission of inquiry into the Sa- 
bra and Shatilla i massacre. 

In his efforts to win the sup- 
port of convention members, 
Hammer spoke to as many dele- 
gates as possible and sent person- 
al letters asking for support. Sha- 
pira and Shaki did more. They 
invited.hundreds-of delegates to 
a party-next Sunday at Tel Aviv's 
Calanit Hall, ostensibly to cele- 
brate Rosh Hodesh, but actually 
to persuade delegates not to vote 
for Hammer on Wednesday. 

Shaki told The Post this week 
that he had invited Hammer as 
well, but the latter couldn't make 
it. “It’s not intended against 
Hammer. I'm in favour of a unit- 
ed leadership, so that our public 
retums to us from the Likud, 
Tehiya, Tami, Shas and Agudat 
Yisrael,” he said. 

Things looked better for Ham- 
mer this week, after a meeting 
between the members of the La- 
mifne faction and Hammer's 
young guard supporters, during 
which, it is believed. an agree- 
ment was reached to vote for 
Hammer on Wednesday. 

“He should at least be allowed 
the dignity of passing the 60 per 
cent barrier, which willenable 
him to compete for the party's 
top positions,” party insiders 
say.

Well over 100,000 artifacts are sto- 
len each year from burial tombs and 
other archeological sites in Israel 
and the territories, according to 
what the Antiquities Department 
terms a modest estimate. The rob- 
bers are mainly Arab villagers from 
the south Hebron hills and Beduin. 
A major field for plunder is along 
the former green line separating Is- 
τας! from the West Bank. particular- 
ly the Latrun area and the southern 
Judean foothills.

THE POLISH Communist Party's recent 
“correction™ of the official anti-Semitic cam- 
paign of 1967-68, which led to the departure 
from Pojand of almost all the Jews who had 
returned there after the Holocaust, had been 
expected. [15 tone might also have been 
anticipated. 

As reported in The Jerusalem Post on 
March 6, the party announcement said the 
campaign was the fault, not of the party, but 
of a small clique within it. In otber words, 
“our hands aré clean” of anti-Semitism, “our” 
being the current rulers of that unhappy coun: 
try, and by extension, the Polish nation. 

This was the message repeated several times 
to a group of journalists from several Western 
countries invited to Poland last month by the 
Polish Interpress Agency, the government 
press office, to be briefed (a seminar was the 
official term ) on next month's anniversary 
observances for the Warsaw Ghetto Revolt. 

Some 4,500 foreigners have been invited to

BEYOND THE “Polish-Jewish oneness” 
.theme of the seminar, one sensed an ulterior 
motive: seeking United States financial sup- 
port through Jewish and Israel sympathy. Two 
facts would seem to support this. 

One emerged at the weekly press confer- 
ence given by Information Minister and gov- 
ermment spokesman Jerzy Urban, to which 
our group were invited. He was asked by Joe 
Finkelstone, of the London Jewish Chronicle, 
when Warsaw would resume relations with 
Israel. Urban replied that this would be con- 
sidered when the peace process is under way 
and when Israel has corrected the causes that 
led to the breach of relations. 

He passed 
up a natural opportunity, in front of a tar; 
assembly of journalists from all over thé

The chairman of the Ghetto Uprising 
Celebration Committee, Prof. Henryk Jab- 
lonski, explained at a meeting with the jour- 
nalists: “We want to show Polish and Jewish 
youth our common history, so that knowledge 
of the cause of the uprising can be preserved.” 


THE PROFESSOR was at pains to get across 
the point, stressed also by other party officials 
who spoke to us, that the Poles and the Jews 
were brothers, and not only in adversity. 

Asked whether the seminar marked ἃ rec- 
onciliation between the Polish and Jewish 
peoples, Jablonski waxed wrath, 

“My answer is to protest.” he declared. his 
eloquence emerging even through the voice of 
the official interpreter. “One cannot speak of 
reconciliation, because both Jews and Poles 
were destined for annihilation; both struggled 
against Germany, were on the same side of the 
barricades, cooperated. Reconciliation is an 
unjust word.~ 

In the course of an answer to another ques- 
tion, the professor spoke of the Jews as “‘co- 
hosts of Poland, but many of them preferred 
to live in other countries.“ 

The Warsaw Ghetto revolt, he said, was ἃ 
central feature in the Polish uprising against 
the Nazis. The April 14-19 ceremonies mark 
“not only Jewish losses, but the uprising as a 
whole and its heroes. The uprising was 
doomed from the outset. but the event was 10 
less important for that: it was a giant protest 
against Nazism and racism. It proved that the 
fight for dignity can be waged under the worst 
possible circumstances.” 

Jews had flocked to Poland over the centu- 
ries, said Jablonski, because “conditions here 
were better than elsewhere in Europe. if there 
were unpleasantesses. they were in violation 
of the [aw, not within it.” 

He did concede, however, that some Poles 
were anti-Jewish -- “but then, some Jews were 
anti-Polish.” 

This equation, of course, doesn't quite bal- 
ance. There cannot be many documented 
cases of Jews, filled with vodka or not, in 
gangs or singly, with or without the support of 
the authorities, taking action to satisfy their 
anti-Polish feelings. ᾿ 

Jablonski noted that Poland was the only 
country in Europe which never saw inter- 
religious wars, and it never had the Inquisi- 
tion. “Two of my friends have identity cards 
marked ‘Mosaic faith.” One declared himself 
to be of Polish nationality, the other Jewish. 
This is why we Poles give so much importance 
to the Warsaw Ghetto anniversary. The event 
invoJved a part of our Polish society, because 
Jews were part of Poland.”

This is denied by 
Shraga Kedar, an official of the An- 
tiquities Trade Protection Associa~ 
tion. “The public has been collect- 
ing antiquities for more than 100 
years and people are constantly seli- 
ing artifacts,” he says. “We can live 
off existing collections for another 
50 years.” 


Kedar does not contend, howev- 
er, that no stolen items reach the 


shops. “We are permitted to buy. 
from anyone who has an identity . 


card. It ts for the Antiquities De- 
partment to determine if the items 
they sell us are illegally obtained.”

A Look to the Future 


ONE. OF the underlying messages 
being heard during the current 
Shultz initiative is that it is advisable 
for Israel co make its difficult terri- 
torial choices now during the re- 
maining months of the Reagan ad- 
ministration rather than face on 
January 20, 1989 a new, and most 
certainly Jess friendly. diplomatic 
partner in Washington. - 

This argument, perhaps the stron- 
gest form of pressure brought by the 
secretary of state on his visit to Jeru- 
salem, appears on the face of it to 
have a great deal of merit. U.S.- 
Isracti relations have indeed been 
revolutionized during the Reagan- 
Shultz period. 

More specificially, the president's 
personal perception of Israel as an 
American strategic asset has been 

increasingly institutionalized since 
1983. The establishment that year of 
8 joint political mititary group pro- 
vided a regular forum for U.S. and 
Israeli officials to identify areas of 
common interest largely in connec- 
tion with external threats to the 
Eastern Mediterranean area; the in- 
vitation to Israel to participate in 
joint research on the Strategic De- 
fence Initiative (SDI) placed Israel 
in a new category on a par with 
America’s Nato allies, Japan and 
Australia; that new category was 
moreover formalized in December 
1987 when Defence Minister Rabin 
signed a memorandum of under- 
standing in Washington that upgrad- 
ed Israel's status under U.S. military 
procurement policy to that of a non- 
Nato aily. 

Is it possibie to anticipate whether 
these trends will continue? Were 
they only particular to the Reagan 
administration? 

If it is too early to say whether 2 
Bush or Dukakis administration will 
be in power in January 1989, then at 
least some thought can be given to 
the strategic issues that will preoccu- 
py the next administration and how 
they might affect U.S.-Israeli 
relations. 


THE REAGAN administration has 
invested considerable work in an- 
ticipating the future global strategic 
environment of the U.S. in the 
1990s. During 1987, the president 
appointed a bi-partisan commission 
to propose adjustments in U.S. mili- 
tary strategy tn light of a changing 
global security environment. The 
commission included former nation- 
al security advisers tike Henry Kis- 
singer and Zbigniew Brzezinski, for- 
mer chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff John Vessey, as well as leading 
pap iy Semusl ἢ a U.S. .de- 
fence pol ue ‘untington 
‘and Albert Wohistetter. 

Its report, entitled Discriminate 
Deterrence, was just released in Jan- 
uary; since that time the commis- 
sion’s members have toured Ameri- 
ca’s global allies, bearing the new 
future national security gospel of the 
U.S. In Israe} itself, the commis- 
sion’s conclusions were described 
last month by Brzezinski in Jerusa- 
lem and by Stanford University’s 
Henry Rowen, ἃ chairman of one of 
the commission's working groups in 
Tel Aviv. 

Discriminate Deterrence does not 
analyse the strategic value of specif- 
fc countries in future American de- 
fence planning. Rather it presents 
strategic trends, many of which are 
important for Israel. 

One of the report’s central points 
is that while U.S. planners have 
been in the past largely preoccupied 
by “two extreme car are -a 
massive conventional attack 
Nato's central front and a Soviet 
nuclear attack on the U.S. -- greater 
attention ought to be given in the 
future for handling other “more 
likely” forms of aggression. 

Israel, of course, has been an ir- 
relevant factor in these past preoc- 
cupations of U.S. defence policy. It 
is not a member of Nato; the IDF is 
not a consideration in the East-West 
conventional balance in central Ἐπ- 
rope. On the nuclear level, neither 


the U.S. nor the USSR have sought 
“nuclear allies.” 


IT THEREFORE is a useful exer- 
cise to consider how Israel might be 
considered in the new sorts of strate- 
gic preoccupations projected by the 
president's commission. Israel"s po- 
tential importance to U.S. defence 
planners ought to increase in the 
coming decades due to the kinds of 
threats the president's commission 
repeatedly underlines in its report. 
First, according to the commis- 
sion, the Middle East will continue 
to be an arena of superpower mili- 
tary rivalry in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. This point is not as obvious as 
it may first appear. It was the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan in Decem- 
ber 1979 that triggered much of to- 
day's U.S. military planning for the 
Middle East, Soviet-controlled air- 
fields in Afghanistan placed Sovier 
tactical airpower within striking dis- 
tance of the Straits of Hormuz and 
the Persian Gulf. 
Prior to that time, direct Soviet 
threats to the Middle East were ex- 
pected to be checked at the nuclear

level, as evidenced by the U.S. nu- 
clear alert at the end of the 1973 
Yom Kippur War. With the Soviets 
on the verge of withdrawal from Af- 
ghanistan, it might be expected that 
the U.S. would reorient its approach 
to the Middle East area. Strategists 
might recommend the dissolution of 
the Rapid Deployment Force (now 
the U.S. Central Command) and the 
dedication of its assets to other ar- 
eas, With a lower American defence 
budget anticipated in the coming 
years, such prioritization of scarce 
resorces could well be expected. 

Yet, despite the many competing 
concerns that preoccupy American 
defence planners, the president's 
commission stresses threats to U.S. 
interests in the Middle East, while 

expressing an awareness of the pos- 
sibility of an Afghan pullout. 

The report raises interesting rea- 
sons for its concern. One threat to 
the region is connected with the 
arms control process in Europe. For 
example, a Nato-Warsaw Pact con- 
ventional force agreement in the fu- 
ture might reduce the Soviet threat 
to U.S. allies in Western Europe by 
decreasing the number of Soviet di- 
visions pointed at West Germany. 
However, should these divisions be 
shifted to Soviet Central Asia east of 
the Urals, the Soviet threat to Iran 
and eastern Turkey would be.corre- 
spondingly enhanced. 

A second sort of threat examined 

the commission is within the 

lato area itself. The report states 
that Nato’s main concern has always 
been the central front in Germany. 
It recommends that greater concern 
be given to Nato’s flanks. From a 
Middle Eastern point of view, what 
is significant is Nato's southern 
flank, generally, and the defence of 
Turkey, in particular. It notes in its 
conclusions that the cohesion of the 
Nato alliance is most problematic in 


areas. 

One central theme running 
through the report is that while 
these direct Soviet threats to U.S. 
interests are likely to continue, 
American access to military bases 
and facilities worldwide is in de- 
cline. In the 1950s, the report notes 
Soviet access to the Persian Gulf 
was limited; a barrier of U.S. allies 
in the northem tier of the Middle 
East blocked Soviet combat and air- 
tift forces from intruding into the 
region. 
fall of pro-Western Iran in 
1978 opened new Soviet air corri- 
dors to the Middle East. With U.S. 
access declining and Soviet access 
increasing, the importance of Amer- 
ican military pastners should be on 
the rise in upcoming years. Israel is 
Situated along a strategic seam be- 
tween the Nato and Persian Gulf 


theatres; given tbe threats envi- 
sioned by the report to these‘areas, 
Israel's strategic significance to 
American mifitary planners ought to 
increase in the future. 


TWO AREAS, however, raised by 
the president's commission could be 
problematic for U.S.;Israefi rela- 
tions. In analysing U.S. require- 
ments for countering threats to U.S. 
interests in the Third World that 
may not be Soviet-related, the iy 
suggests increases in securii 
Caveanes to developing countries. 
It notes, however, that in the fiscal 
year 1987 budget 62 per cent of U. 5. 
Security assistance went to Israel 
and Egypt. 

The report does not specifically 
call for a cut in aid to Israel and 
Egypt: as far as the committee is 
concerned, Congress could expand 
the entire foreign aid budget. But 
given the U.S. budget deficit, in- 
creased foreign aid is highly unlike- 
ly, leaving Congress the choice of 
perhaps redefining U.S. foreign aid 
priorities in the future. 

The report also recommends the 
development of “cooperative 
forces” among U.S. allies in the 
Third World which would be essen- 
tially responsible for ground combat 
in non-Soviet contingencies. The 
commission clearly had Cuba and 
North Korea in mind as a model of 

“cooperative forces” of the USSR. 
In the Middle East, the U.S. has 
considered in the past the use of 
Jordanian or Egyptian forces in the 
Persian Gulf in the event of an Lrani- 
an breakthrough against Iraq on 
Kuwait. 

That sort of action would receive 
the commission's blessing. Such a 
development could lead to the deep- 
ening of U.S. strategic ties with 
Egypt and Jordan, as an alternative 
to Israel. In all probability, the U.S. 
partnership with those countries will 
remain Gulf-oriented, while part- 
nership with Israel will be directed 
towards Nato’s southern flank. 

In sum, Israel's strategic impor- 
tance to the U.S. can be expected to 
increase in the future if Discriminate 
Deterrence is used as a guide for 
future American strategic planning. 
Israel's potential itaportance, of 
course, does not mean that the next 
administration will seek to increase 
strategic cooperation, 

In the 1950s, for example, the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff recognized Isra- 
el’s potential importance to Western 
strategy; that importance was coun- 
terbalanced by Political costs to 
the U.S. of open association with 
Israel. Today the Arab world has 
accepted U.S.-Israeli strategic coop- 
eration; the Iran-lraq war has de- 
flected their earlier focus on the Pal- 
estinian issue as the dominant theme 
of their relations with the U.S. 

But once the Iran-Iraq war ends, 
and should Palestinian violence in 
the territories continue, then the 

next administration could relapse 
into the perceptions of the 1950s. 

The next administration would be 
well advised to te as far as 
possible the strategic cooperation is- 
sue and the Arab-Israeli peace pro- 
cess, and not allow regional parties 
to place political conditions on its 
military planning. That in fact has 
been the attitude of the Reagan ad- 
ministration for the last five years 
howl has permitted fruitful ties with

IN LAST FRIDAY night's maga- 
zine, Mordechai Kirschenbaum 
took us with « patrol through the 
alleyways of Gaza. Ii was superbly 
done. We shared the soldiers’ ap- 
prehensions as they went cautiously 
down alley after atley. never certain 
that they would not be attacked. On 
the other hand. even more vivid was 
our identification with the Arabs -- 
men, women and children — as the 
soldiers pounded on the door at 
dead of night. forced their way in, 
charged from room to room, woke 
screaming women and children, 
bound unresisting captives and took 
them away to some mysterious but 
presumably terrible destination. 

Television viewing obviously in- 
volves tricks of assaciation in the. 
mind, conditioned reflexes created 
by the thousands of films we have 
seen. Watching this Hebrew docu- 
mentary. I seemed to be seeing 
scenes in The Secret Army, the serial 
about the German occupation of 
Belgium. now showing on Jordan ,or 
in The Jewel in the Crown, the serial 
about the British raj in India. 

The association was obviously 
due to the fact that there are limita- 
tions to human ingenuity ~ every 
occupier of a land, in defiance of its 
inhabitants, has to apply the same 
methods. Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin told us once on TV that what 
was being done to the Arabs under 
his “iron fist” policy was mild com- 
pared to what the British did to him 
during the days of the Mandate. 

Curfews. arrests without trial; 
suspending the sule of law and the 
presumption of innocence; penaliz- 
ing whole communities because of 
inability to isolate the truly guilty; 
violence, beatings, torture, kiflings 
= these are the tools that come to 
hand. and they are the only tools 
anyone has so far devised. 

Of course, the degrees to which 
they are used vary. The Nazis shot 
50 or more hostages in a nearby 
village whenever any German was 
attacked by partisans. 

1a India, the British are said to 
have shot live Indians out of 25- 
pounders: General Dyer killed 378 
defenceless men, women, children 
and babies, and wounded 1,208, in 
the massacre at Annritsar, “to teach 
all India a lesson. as he put it. It is 
interesting that, after Dyer was con- 
demned by the secretary of state for 
India, the Army Council and the 
Hunter commission. his conduct 
was vindicated and approved by the 
House of Lords. on the ground that 
he had saved British rule in the 
Punjab.

Others who complain, like Mayor 
Koch, about a double standard of 
morality being applied to Israel. ask 
why stations didn’t show what Jor- 
dan did to the Palestinians in 1970, 
and what Assad did to Syrian mal- 
contents.

LET ME DISPOSE once and for all 
of these nonsensical arguments 
about the “unfairness” of 2 double 
standard of morality being applied 
to Israel. 

Of course we must be judged by a 
different standard from that applied 
to the Russians, Chinese, Czechs, 
Koreans, Senegalese, Jordanians 
and Syrians.

Communist Czechoslovakia, China, 
Jordan or Syria, with the only differ- 
ence that the oppressors are Jewish 
and the victims Arabs? I say we 
want to be judged by the standards 
applied to the U.S., Britain and the 
democracies. 


NOW LET US look at the other 
complaints about television cover- 
age by people such as Mayor Koch 
and Israeli right-wingers. They as- 
sert that items like Kirschenbaum's 
are one-sided, that they don’t give 
the Jewish side, and that they don't 
Bive the background. 

Let me play devil’s advocate and 
draw up a right-wing scenario for 
Kirschenbaum. 

Let’s take shots of the alleged 
Jewish side of the riots.

Whatever Jewish side there is has, 
in fact, been adequately presented. 
This Jewish side is all bluff, all wind, 
just words, hocus-pocus. The aston- 
ishing thing is how successful bas 


been the use of the argument that 
the anti-Semites are at it again, 50 
that even Mayor Koch is taken in.

BUT LET ME go on being a devil's 
advocate. 


There is the second argument 
about television not showing the 
bac .

He has obviously 
bought. hook, line and simker, the 
Gush Emunim line that we are fight- 
ing for our lives in the alleys of

This is very reminiscent of the 
domino theory of why the U.S.

It is absolute rubbish to say that 
we are fighting in the territories a

What we are fighting 
for is the preservation of a colonial 
Tegime imposing its unwanted rule 
on a population that hates us.

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World delegates meet here for twin cities’ conference 


Israel’s ‘best and most loyal

“IT’S IRONIC.~ said Ze'ev Birger. 
head of the Jerusalem Municipal- 
ity’s convention department. “but 
the Germans are our best. most loy- 
8) and most constant friends.“ He 
made the comment at a reception at the 
Hyatt Hotel this week welcoming 
delegates to the World Conference 
of Twin Cities and Municipal 

Institutions. 

The largest representation, num- 
bering just under half of the 1.167 
foreign participants. came from 
Germany. Of Israel's 244 twin or 
sister city relationships. 60 are with 
cities in Germany. Altogether. Isra- 
el has twins in 24 countries. includ- 
ing Iceland and Japan. Haifa has the 
lion's share, with 14 individual 
twins. : 

The delegates who converged on 
Jerusalem this week came from cit- 
ies in 3) countries, and not all of 
them had twinning arrangements 
here. Two countries -- Greece and 
Venezueia — dropped out, but 
France sent four deputy mayors 
whose names had not appeared on 
the preliminary lists. 

The greatest attraction at the re- 
ception was. not surprisingiv. May- 
or Teddy Koilek. People lined up to 
shake his hand. τὸ be photographed 
with him. to get his autograph and 
to present him with gifts, not just 
because he heads the city which 
hosted the event. but Decause. in the 
two decades duiring which he has 
held that position, he has become an 
international institution in his own 
Tight. 

As far as the Germans were con- 
cemed. there was the added attrac- 
tion in the fact that they could con- 
verse with him in their mutual 
mother tongue. Beaming at them. 
Kollek told them that they all de- 
served a medal. 


FOR MANY OF the Germans, 
their solidarity with Israel is an out- 
growth of post-Holocaust guilt. Sev- 
eral freely admitted this during con- 
ference sessions and in informal 
discussions. They are stil] trying to 
atone for the sins of their fathers 
against the Jewish people. 

Not all. however. are plagued by 
such strong guilt feelings that thev 
feel they must exercise restraint in 
cfiticizing Israel. Ralph Dymek. 
head of the youth department of 
Germany’s Civil Servants Associa- 
tion, and a representative of the 
Greens, took the opportunity to 
censure Israel for its policy in the 
territories. 

This provided an opening for 
Acre mayor and Twin Cities com- 
mittee chairman Elie de Castro to 
Jaunch into a detailed explanation of 
what is happening in the territories. 
The mayor of West Berlin, Hanna 
Renate Laurien told Dymek indig- 
nantly that he had no right to be 
judgmental about Israel. 

For the most part, Germans and 
others were tremendously support- 
ive in their attitudes to Israel. and 
unstinting in their praise of its 
attributes. 


STUTTGART'S MAYOR Manfred 
Rommel. in a workshop on Attrac- 
tiveness of a City, lauded Kollek’s 
efforts “to achieve peace, mutual 
respect, understanding and cooper- 
ation, and freedom from fear.” 
High quality of life depends more on 
an atmosphere of tolerance than any 
other attribute. he asserted, and 
what Kollek is doing can have great 
significance for the world in general 
and Europe in particular. 

“J think that we Europeans, espe- 
cially we Germans,” said the son of 
Field-Marshal Erwin Rommel, the 
famous “* Desert Fox” of World War 
II,.“should not return to the rigid. 
narrow-minded and aggressive un- 
derstanding of national values which 
were the custom in the past.”

region to adopt a more “European 
spirit” that would diminish the im- 
portance of national frontiers within 
Europe.

“The variety of religions, nations 
and cultural traditions in a city 
should be seen as a reason for hope, 
and not as a danger for so-called 
inherited values.” 

While unwilling to denigrate in- 
herited values and their impact on 
cuitural identity. he made the point 
that the emphasis on cultural identi- 
ty often conceals “ἃ not very glori- 
ous collection of prejudices. fears 
and aggressions.“ 

In Rommel's perception, 
“There is no civilization of high 
quality without tolerance, and it is 
the level of civilization that makes 
Cities attractive.” 


THE MAJORITY OF Europeans 
at the conference had been here at 
least once before. But for many who 
came from further afield, it was a 
first visit, loaded with apprehen- 
sions, 

Fumio Kitsuki came from Japan 
as the representative of the industri- 
al spiritual and cultural internation- 
al organization known as OISCAI. 
This works to promote friendship, 
understanding and cooperation with 
countries neighbouring Japan. but 
its Jong-range plan is to promote 
world peace and stability. 

Kitsuki had seen the West Bank 
violence many times in Japanese 
news telecasts, and he was a litle 
worried about coming to Jerusalem.

66. the first black mayor of 
his city, a former educator and bas- 
ketbail player who was a hoopster 
with the New York Rens and the 
Harlem Globetrotters, was fairly 
nonchalant about the prospect. He's 
been in a few trouble spots in his 
time, and one more wouldn't make 
much difference. 

Besides, he observed philosophi- 
cally, anything that could happen to 
him in Israel could happen to him 
just as easily at home, possibly in 
another form. “I could slip in the 
bath and fall.” 

About 15 years ago, there had 
been some talk of twinning Netanya 
with Atlantic City, but there had 
been no follow-up. Last year, Ne- 
tanya Mayor Yoel Elroy had sent 2 
representative to Atlantic City as a 
reminder, and Usry promised to 
come here at the earliest opportuni- 
ty to look into possibilities of be- 
coming more closely aligned. 

One of 301 black mayors in the 
U.S.. Usry is vice-president of the 
National Conference of Black May- 
ors. and in June will probably be- 
come its preident. 

He declared himself to be “very 
impressed with Israel,” and wished 
that he had more time to explore the 
country. “I have strong confidence 
in the efficiency and the effective- 
ness of the Israel government and its 
military” he said. 

Media distortions of the confron- 
tations between stone-throwing 
demonstrators and Israeli soldiers 
had him believing that young boys 
were in conflict with an older, more 
regimented military force. Jt came 
as quite a surprise to him to realize 
once he got here that young boys in 
uniform are having to deal with 
young boys not in uniform.

himself to an army checkpoint, from 
where he was taken to Barzijai. 

Following the atteck, security 
forces cordoned off a wide area and 
searched for the two men. OC 
Southern Command Yitzhak Mor- 
dechai declared a curfew on ἃ sec- 
tion of the Jebaliya camp surround- 
ing the site of the incident. 

Prior to the sooner a truck driv- 
er reportedly attempted to run over 
an IDF soldier near Jebaliya. The 
soldier was not injured and security 
forces are searching for the truck 
and the driver. 

A Barzilai spokesman reported 
last night that a Khan Yunis resident 
was admitted to the hospital yester- 
day afternoon in serious condition 
from a gunshot wound in the chest. 
The IDF said the incident was under 
investigation. 

Violent disturbances erupted yes- 
terday in a number of Gaza refugee 
camps and urban areas. Widespread 
rock throwing and erection of barri- 


Ἴ cades were reported in the Shati ref- 


ugee camp and in the commercial 
district of Gaza City. 

In the West Bank, troops forced 
shopkeepers to shut down yesterday 
during opening hours set by local 
activists, in an attempt to break the 
discipline imposed by the clandes- 
tine leadership of the uprising in the 

Soldiers ordered shopkeepers to 
shut down yesterday morning in Ra- 
malJah, Nablus, Tulkarm, Bethel- 
bem, Halhou! and Jericho. The 
shops have been opening between 8 
a.m. and 11 a.m., according to a 
schedule ser by local comminees 
that have been coordinating the 
commercial strikes in the tertitories. 

In an attempt to disrupt this 
schedule, troops ordered the shops 
to close during opening hours, and 
toid shopkeepers they could only 
open in the afternoon. 

Eyewitnesses in several locations 
reported that soldiers arrived in 
commercial districts and broadcast 
orders to close over jeep loudspeak- 
ers, When these proved ineffective, 
the soldiers went from store to 
store, ordering shopkeepers to 
close. 

In Bethlehem, residents said 
troops brought ἃ welding machine, 
and in at least one case, welded shut 
a store that had remained open. 
Stores in Manger Square remained 
closed the rest of the day. 

In Ramallah, shopkeepers defied 
the orders to close, and troops even- 
tually left the area. Sources in Nab- 
lus said shopkeepers had refused to 
close and argued with troops, and 
that only a partial closure was 
achieved.

the need for accurate West Bank 
demographic figures imperative, 
said Benvenisti. Otherwise, 
will arise that the statistics on the 
Palestinian population have been 
deliberately minimized for political 
reasons. 

Benvenisti said that his data show

nently residing in the West Bank, as 
compared to the Statistics Bureau 
figure of 860,000 — ἃ 27 per cent 
difference.

However, Dubek 
has for the past two years been run- 
ning 2 reported $1 million anaual 
loss, the first time it fas been in the 
ted in its 50-year history. 

Labour-management relations 
have been so intertwined in the 
company that questions have been 
raised concerning who's running the 
firm. Works committee chairman 
David Shasha has even represented 
the company at top-level meetings 
at the Industry and Trade Ministry. 
Indeed, many people feel that Geb! 
owes his position in the company to 
the workers and their violent oppo- 
sition to any takeover bid. 

Company board meetings in Isra- 
el are generally sedate affairs hidden 
from the media spotlight. Tel Aviv, 
despite its pretensions, is not yet 
New York or London and company 
proxy fights have been practically 
unheard of in Israe{'s business 
capital. 

But when David Moshevics of 
Elite joined up with his buddy Da- 
vid Yaglom in November to buy out 
Leumi Pia’s 14 per cent holding in 
Dubek, the stage was set for a dra- 
matic company battle. By joining up 
with the other two dissident factions 
on the Dubek board, the Moshevics- 
Yaglom group gave a majority to 
the opponents of Gehl, whose fam- 
ily has been running the business 
since its establishment.

Te understand why this surprise 
sale took place, some background 
on the Dubek saga is essential. In 
late 1986, way before the takeover 
threat at the company, the media 
began focusing its attention on Du- 
bek, when an investigation was 
daunched against Zorah Gehl, based 
on charges that he was inflating the 
company's costs in order to boost his 
profits. ‘These profits were allegedly 
being skimmed off and deposited 
overseas. 

Dubek officials — Gehi supporters 
and opponents alike — contend that 
the reason the company has been 
losing money is that the government 
has not allowed it to raise its prices. 
Because of the charges against 
Gehl, it has been the workers, led 
by Shasha, who have conducted the 
negotiations with government om 
behalf of the company to raise 
prices, thus far to no avail. 

The opposition members claim 
that government officials have as- 
sured them that if they take control 
of Dubek, approval for a price in- 
crease would be granted automati- 
cally. It is Gehl’s monkey business, 
they say, which has made the Minis- 
ty of industry and Trade so stub- 
born on the issue. If the workers 


. were really interested in improving, 


their plight, the opposition argues, 
they would realize it best serves 
their interests to support the opposi- 
tion because price increases would 
be be translated into wage hikes. 

Artificially low cigarette prices, 
however, are not the only reason for 
the company’s unprecedented 
losses. according to the opposition. 
Heavy spending on lawyers defend- 
ing Gehl and on newspaper adver- 
tisements geared at maintaining 
good ties between him and the 
press, they claim, also helped push 
the company into the red. 


DAVID SHASHA is having noth- 
ing of this. He says Gehl's fellow 
industrialists are simply jealous of 
him because of his close ties with the 
workforce. Gehl is also accused of 
being a “snob” by other manufac- 
turers, Shasha notes, adding that the 
truth of the matter is that Gehl is a 
superb professional who knows the 
tobacco industry inside out. 

Shasha is an extrovert who loves 
being interviewed. The rest of the 
work force seem happy to follow his 
every move and it is unlikely that 
the 40-year-old works committee 
chairman is content to pay second 
fiddle to anyone. But wlien he talks

This is a very unintellectual ap- 
proach, and indeed technicians are

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A word to the wise 


TRUE. the U.S. president made a point of not publicly 
charging Israel's premier, after their meeting on Wednesday, 
with having actually said “No” to the American ~ or Shultz — 
peace initiative. That must have warmed the cockles of Yitz- 
hak Shamir's heart, and he later brought up that one point as 
proof that be was still in Ronald Reagan’s, and thus Israel in 
America’s, good graces. But Mr. Reagan had not charged 
anyone with having already scuttled the peace plan. 

What the president had done was to warn those Middle East 
leaders, including Mr. Shamir, who might say ‘No’ to the plan, 
that they would need to answer for it. Not to the U.S., but “to 
themselves and to their people why they turmed down a 
realistic and sensible plan to achieve negotiations.” 

If the premier’s purpose was to win another short reprieve 
from the necessity of knuckling down to the job of peacemak- 
ing. sensibly and realistically, he may rightly feel satisfied. He 
has not himself said “No’ to the secretary and the president, 
although be obviously meant it, and he must think it still 
possible that the obstreperous Arabs, and perhaps even the 
Russians, though for the moment playing cat-and-mouse, will 
get him off the hook by being the first to turn it down flat. 

Particularly cheerful news ~ for Mr. Shamir, that is — has 
iately been coming from Amman. It suggests that King Hus- 
sein’s mind is now set on a separate and independent represen- 
tation at the peace conference for the PLO, which neither the 
U.S. nor Israel will countenance. 

Hope, as they say, springs eternal. But among Mr. Shamir’s 
entourage it may perhaps not be springing quite as high as it 
did only a few days ago. Until the evening before the meeting 
at the White House, the premier's entourage were exuding 
optimism. They were expecting tough bargaining and mostly 
disagreement, but then sweetness and light about the unshak- 


Reagan's after-the-meeting remarks shook them quite a bit. 

The language, for Ronald Reagan, was almost shockingly 
blunt. But more important even, and more worrisome for Mr. 
Shamir, than the lines the president read was what could be 
read between the lines. : 

Mr. Reagan was in effect telling Mr. Shamir that it was 
foolish to expect him, lame-duck president though he was, to 
put the Shultz Plan on ice, as he himself had done to the 1982 
Reagan Plan. The new plan, conceived in friendship for Israel, 
is sound, it is the only sound plan for Middle East peace, and it 
will not be junked or fooled around with. The time has come to 
move energetically from the patently unmaintainable status 
quo to a comprehensive Arab-Israel peace. And such a peace, 
which requires an international conference as its tool, must 
involve the return of some of the territory occupied in the 1967 
Six Day War. If Mr. Shamir believes that he will be offered any 
better deal from a friendlier administration next year, he is 
kidding himself. : 

A word to the wise, then: the jig is up. Further diplomatic 
footdragging by Israel, especially with the territories all 
aflame, will be unacceptable. This is not quite a threat of 
unpleasant consequences if the premier's final reply, which the 
secretary now expects to pick up within a month in Jerusalem, 
is still to be ‘No’; but it may be something rather like it. For itis 
plainly not Mr. Shamir’s responsibility to himself and to his 
people that is Mr. Reagan’s sole concern. ᾿ 

To the people of this country, it is however the premier's 
responsibility to them that truly matters. If Mr. Shamur already 
knows, as be probably does, that his final reply will be the 
same as, or not better than, the one he has offered in Washing- 
ton this week, he should stop playing games with the people 
and go ask them at once, at the polls, whether they too want a 
Greater Israel at all cost.

The secretary, in seeking to reas- 
sure Shamir, said the U.S. envis- 
aged a “properly structured — I want 
to underline these words -- a proper- 
ly structured international 
conference.” 

“The U.S.,” he said, “has been a 
consistent and firm supporter of di- 
rect bilateral negotiations between 
Israel and 811 of its neighbours as a 
means to achieving a comprehensive 
peace. 

“The U.S. opposes, and will not 
participate in, an international con- 
ference designed to replace bilateral 
negotiations,” Shultz said, recalling 
that the U.S. in January had vetoed 
a UN Security Council resolution 
which would have established what 
he called “an authoritative or a 
plenipotentiary” conference. 

“The U.S. made clear its opposi- 
tion ta any procedure far achieving 
comprehensive peace in the Middie 
East other than direct face-to-face 
nepotiations,” Shultz said. 

But the secretary noted that the 
Arabs “require a conference to 
launch negotiations, and that, there- 


fore, there will be no negotiations 
without a properly structured 
conference.” 


The conference, he added, will 
launch “a series of bilateral negotia- 
tions, and thereafter may receive 
reports from the parties on the sta- 
tus of negotiations in a manner to be 
agreed by the parties. The confer- 
ence will be specifically enjoined 
from imposing solutions or vetoing 
what had been agreed bilaterally.” 

Shultz underlined forcefully that 
the U.S. “will not permit the confer- 
ence to become authoritative or 
plenipoteniary, or to exceed its ju- 
risdiction as agreed by the parties. 
So we're being very clear and very 
Specific and very upfront about what 
this conference is and what it is 
not.” 

Israel, he said, would gain from 
such negotiations. “Israeli security 
can be enhanced,” Shultz said. “15- 
rael can enjoy the recognition and 
respect which flow from negotia- 
tions. Israelis can be free from the 
increasing human and moral bur- 
dens of occupation, free to devote 
their corsiderable talents and ener- 
gies to improving their quality of 
hife. Most important, Israel can 
achieve peace with its neighbours.” 
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However, they said, the “contin- 
ved contro! of ἃ large and hostile 
Arab population will not, in our 
view, promote (Israeli Prsguewclad 
The group its concern 
with ἔς moral implications of the 
occupation and the prospect of an 
Arab majority in this country.
